2nd  in  Illinois 

The  state  judging  in  the  Illinois 
Student  Achievement  Recognition 
Program  (SARP)  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  April  24  at  the 
Palmer  House  in  Chicago.  Joliet 
Junior  College  sophomore  Thomas 
Roach,  the  winner  of  the  Northern 
Illinois  District  Competition,  was 
awarded  as  the  honorary  first 
runner  up  in  the  male  division  of 
the  state  finals.  He  was  honored, 
along  with  the  eleven  other  district 
contestants,  at  a  banquet  at  the 
Plamer  House  on  the  following 
day.  Mr.  Roach  is  a  22  year  old 
journalism  major,  presently  serv¬ 
ing  as  J.J.C.  S.G.A.  President  and 
Student  Board  Member  of  the 
J.J.C.  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  male  and  female  state 
winners  were  Charles  W.  Jones, 
an  Olive  Harvey  College  business 
administration  major  and  Tallulah 
A.  Genis,  a  Morton  College 
nursing  major.  This  year’s  special 
honorary  award  to  Mr.  Roach 
marks  a  first  in  the  history  of  the 
Student  Achievement  Awards  in 
Illinois.  In  the  words  of  one  of  the 
speakers  at  the  banquet.  “We  (the 
judges)  felt  it  necessary  this  year 
to  give  out  an  honorary  2nd  place 
award.  Never  before  has  the 
decision  been  so  difficult  to  make 
in  this  competition.” 

An  honorary  award  was  also 
given  to  Margaret  J.  Burton,  a 
correctional  behavior  major  at 
Malcolm  X  College,  in  the  female 
division. 

SARP  was  started  in  1969  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  to  Illinois 
citizens  a  fuller  realization  of  the 
worth  of  their  state’s  community 
and  junior  and  college  system.  The 
program,  clearly  defined  as  being 
an  awards  and  not  a  scholarship 
one,  is  for  students  attending 
Illinois  public-supported  com¬ 
munity  and  junior  colleges.  It  is 
designed  to  give  local,  regional 
and  statewide  recognition  to 
deserving  students  and  their 
colleges.  It  is  sponsored  by  the 
Continental  Illinois  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Chicago.

The  1974  remake  of  the  “Great 
Gatsby”  stars  Robert  Redford  in 
the  title  role  of  the  mysterious 
Gatsby.  Mia  Farrow  plays  Daisy 
Buchanan;  Bruce  Dern,  Tom 
Buchanan;  Karen  Black,  Myrtle 
Wilson;  Scott  Wilson,  Geoge 
Wilson;  Louis  Chiles,  Jordan 
Baker  and  Sam  Waterston  plays 
Nick  Carraway. 

The  story  of  the  “Great  Gatsby" 
is  the  story  of  divine  romance  once 
past,  revitalized  for  a  while  and 
then  once  again  gone  forever.  It 
centers  around  the  once  poor  Jay 
Gatsby,  now  a  millionaire,  and  his 
love  for  the  wealthy  Daisy 
Buchanan.

Nick  Carraway,  Daisy’s 
cousin  and  an  old  friend  of 
Gatsby’s,  is  asked  by  Gatsby  to 
arrange  for  Daisy  to  come  to  tea 
and  this  reunites  the  two  after 
eight  years  of  mutual  silent  and 
misery. 

Gatsby  then  tells  Daisy  to  tell 
Tom  she  is  leaving  him,  but  Daisy 
is  not  so  sure.  She  is  afraid  to  do 
this,  but  Gatsby  urges  her  on.  So, 
in  a  hotel  room  in  New  York, 
Gatsby  and  Daisy  tell  Tom  of  her 
plans  to  leave  him.  Tom,  refusing 
to  believe  this,  insinuates  that 
Gatsby  is  nothing  more  than  a 
common  swindler  who  will  have  to 
steal  the  ring  to  put  on  Daisy’s 
finger.  Daisy,  being  the  frail  belle 
that  she  is,  believes  this  and  runs 
off.  Gatsby  catches  up  with  her 
and  they  drive  back  home.

It  has  been  said  that  all  of  life  is 
a  stage  and  each  of  us  has  a  part 
to  play  (Elvis  Presley,  1959). 
Taking  this  philosophy  a  bit 
further  and  applying  it  to  the  stage 
itself,  many  people  believe  that 
any  aspect  of  life,  regardless  of 
how  small  or  insignificant,  absurd 
or  confusing,  repulsive,  disgust¬ 
ing,  idiotic,  obvious,  or  down-right 
boring  it  is,  can  be  portrayed 
successfully  in  the  theatre.  After 
all,  didn’t  the  post-impressionists 
become  famous  painting  peasants 
working  in  the  fields?  And 
everyone,  I’m  sure,  is  aware  of 
Andy  Warhol’s  24  hour  epic  that 
focuses  imobile  on  a  skyscraper 
the  entire  length  of  the  film. 
Contrary  to  this  facinating  trend 
that  has  been  outdoing  itself  for 
the  past  100  years,  is  a  third  point 
of  view,  however.  It  goes 
something  like  this:  “Theatre  is 
like  life  (note  the  inversion),  life  is 
like  T.V.  (of  course),  and  T.V.,  due 
to  its  inate  worthlessness,  usually 
deserves  to  be  turned  off.”  (Tom 
Roach,  1974). 

Three  plays,  begging  to  be 
turned  off  (in  order  of  their 
superior  worthlessness)  are: 
Harold  Pinter’s  “The  Dumb 
Waiter”,  Archibald  Mac  Leish’s 
“J.B.”  and  Jerome  Laurence’s 
“Live  Spelled  Backwards.” 

Working  upwards  towards  the 
heights  of  worthlessness,  then, 
“Live”  will  be  considered  first. 
“Live"  offers  a  wide  variety  of 
insights  into  life;  they  range  from 
the  depths  of  pointless  absurdity 
to  the  heights  of  boredom. 

An  important  element  in 
creative  boredom  is  repetition. 
Repetition  begins  early  in  “Live” 
with  Paul  Rittoff’s  unforgetable 
portrayal  of  “Frank”.  Practically 
every  line  was  spoken  by  Paul  as  if 
it  -was  taken  out  of  context  from 
the  middle  of  a  heated  argument. 
Had  there  been  some  cunning 
slyness  leaking  into  the  per¬ 
formance,  Rittof’s  “Frank”  might 
have  been  a  little  thought 
provoking.  In  fact,  this  already 
weak  character,  with  some 
reserve,  could  have  even  left  the 
audience  thinking  something  went 
over  their  heads,  (they  love  that). 
Fortunately,  though,  Rittoff  pre¬ 
vailed  over  this  tricky  part  and  in  a 
self-sacrificing  effort  to  expose 
Laurence’s  “Live”  for  what  it 
really  is,  he  successfully  graded 
every  line  into  our  ears  in  a 
marathon  of  sustained,  unchang¬ 
ing,  emotion. 

Complimenting  Rittoff’s  per¬ 
formance  was  Diane  Forbes’,  who 
played  one  of  those  characters 
with  the  old  voice  and 
mannerisms  that  seem  to  be 
reoccuring  fixtures  in  school  plays, 
but  never  turn  up  in  real  life. 
Speaking  of  overacting,  Dan 
Governale’s  own  bitter  portrait  of 
an  otherwise  dull  man  from  Ohio, 
was,  what  else  can  I  say, 
Outstanding! 


Falling  short  of  the  intense 
performance  of  the  other  charac¬ 
ters,  were  Sue  Hatzis,  A1  Lentine, 
and  W.  James  Pohl.  Sue  was 
delicious  as  the  “Richest  Girl  in 
the  .World”;  A1  made  an  honest 
effort  to  portray  a  corny  playright 
and  W.  James  was,  excuse  the 
expression,  entertaining.  I  can 
only  suggest  that,  perhaps,  if 
director  Mary  Ann  Governale  had 
worked  with  them  a  little  more, 
she  might  have  had  them 
clamoring  and  parading  their 
emotions  about  the  stage  like  the 
rest  of  the  cast. 

Lastly,  one  cannot  escape  an 
acifte  awareness  ot  the  insight  and 
precision  implemented  to  outdo 
this  unbelievable  topic-laden  script 
with  such  a  passionate  production 
to  ultimately  capture  the  delicate 
essence  of  that  previously  much 
avoided  aspect  of  our  lives  known 
as  “moderob”  (spelled  back¬ 
wards).  . 

Someone  said  that  “The  Dumb 
Waiter”  is  absurd  and  hard  to 
understand.  Surely,  this  was  a 
mistaken  reference  to  Archibald 
MacLeish’s  “J.B.” 

According  to  the  program  note, 
this  play  asks  the  time  -  honored - 
question,  “Why  do  the  innocent 
suffer?"  What  a  nice  theme.  The 
fast  paced  action  taked  place  in  a 
magic  circus  tent  where  a  balloon 
salesman  and  a  popcorn  vendor 
imagine  the  scene.  (Try  and 
imagine  a  balloon  salesman 
(named  Zuss)  and  a  popcorn 
vendor  (Nickles  to  his  friends) 
debating  the  actions  of  God  and 
the  Devil,  as  seen  in  the  story  of 
Job.)  Now  substitute  a  modern  day 
businessman  for  Job!  The  mind 
boggles,  doesn’t  it. 

Well,  believe  it  or  not,  folks, 
that’s  what  happens;  a  new 
version  of  Job  appears  tent  center 
and  the  whole  facinating  story  is 
acted  out.  Just  in  case  this  goes 
over  someone’s-  head,  Nickles, 
(played  by  Larry  Kirin  in  his  stage 
debut),  and  Zuss  (Pete  Graham) 
talk  about  the  theological  implica¬ 
tions. 

In  all  fairness,  it  must  be  said 
that  the  one  worthwhile  aspect  of 
J.B.  was  the  unique  characteriza¬ 
tions  of  God  and  the  Devil,  played 
respectively  by  Graham  and  Kirin. 

Kirin,  who  at  times  might  have 
fit  in  unnoticeably  with  his 
colleagues  of  “Live”  who  believe 
that  acting  and  shouting  are 
synonomous,  gave  for  the  most 
part,  a  convincing,  partially 
interesting,  performance. 

One  of  the  few  reliefs  of  the 
night  came  with  Graham’s 
refreshing  interpretation  of  the 
balloon  man  as  God.  He  held  out 
with  a  comfortable  charismatic 
ease  in  one  of  the  most  idiotic 
parts  ever  written. 

Then  there  were  Tom  Reeves 
and  Sue  Mitchell  as  Job  and  his 
wife.  Oh  Wow!  It  was  like  “Donny 
Dark  Meets  Doris  Day”.  I  hereby 


nominate  Mitchell  and  Reeves  for 
this  year’s  Endurance  Award  at 
the  Fine  Arts  Banquet.  I  don’t 
know  why  people  suffer,  but  I 
firmly  believe  that  we  suffer  too 
much.  For  this  reason,  I  won’t 
explain  what  they  had  to  do.  Just 
this.  Pick  the  four  corniest  scenes 
you  ever  saw  in  a  soap-opera  and 
imagine  two  people  acting  all  four 
of  them  out  in  rapid  succession 
without  once  cracking  a  smile.  '  ‘ 

We  don’t  find  out  why  people 
suffer,  so  “J.B.”  isn’t  all  that 
revealing.  But  it  at  least  conveys 
its  message.  Like  the  players,  the 
audience  sat  it  out  and  refrained 
from  laughing.  At  least  now, 
thanks  to  “J.B.”,  we  know  what 
suffering  is  all  about. 

Probably  the  greatest  misuse  of 
theatre  is  when  the  entertainement 
and  writing  qualities  of  a  play  are 
bypassed  so  that  a  play  might 
make  some  symbolic  point.  And 
symbolism  is  at  its  worst  when  it  is 
obvious.  Harold  Pinter’s  “Dumb 
Waiter”  is  all  of  this.  What  makes 
it  even  worse  though,  is  the  fact 
that  once  this  straight  symbolism 
is  ironed  out  the  message  is 
neither  very  profound  or  relevant. 

As  far  as  the  Players’ 
Production  is  concerned  it  was 
fairly  tight.  This  was  due  mainly  to 
a  smooth  unassuming  performance 
by  Burt  Collins.  Burt  was  able  to 
generate  an  air  of  concern  that  Bill 
Greene  successfully  played  off 
with  another  one  of  those  angry, 
loud  excuses  for  acting  that  lacks 
depth  and  was  used  by  so  many  of 
the  other  actors  throughout  the 
night.  Apart  from  a  sloppy  ending, 
Cindy  Seng’s  effort  in  directing 
“Dumb  Waiter”  was  the  most 
polished  of  the  evening.  For  the 
most  part,  the  only  unfortunate 
aspect  of  “Dumb  Waiter”  is  the 
fact  that  it  was  chosen  in  the  first 
place.  The  Players  cannot  be 
criticized  for  the  mistake  of  Harold 
Pinter  and  his  “Dumb”  move¬ 
ment,  however,  and  it  should  be 
noted  that  any  criticism  of  the 
plays  themselves  is  not  directed  at 
the  Players. 

All  and  all,  the  One  Acts  made 
for  a  pretty  disappointing  evening. 
It  would  have  been  one  thing  to 
produce  these  three  controversial 
plays  successfully.  And  still 
another  to  produce  three  conven¬ 
tional  plays  half-assed.  But  to 
combine  three  half-baked  plays 
with  three  half-assed  productions 
is  an  unfortunate  mistake  that  only 
succeeded  in  establishing  an 
atmosphere  of  confusion,  doubt 
and  disillusionment.  One  viewer, 
as  an  example,  was  suspicious  of 
Graham  and  Kirin  reading  their 
lines  off  of  the  inside  of  their 
masks  in  “J.B."  Probably,  if 
nothing  else  can  be  said  for  the 
night,  the  Players  at  least 
managed  to  get  a  Juco  audience  to 
begin  questioning  what  they  see.

Keeping 
JJC  Auto 

By  W.H.  WATLING,  JR. 

Everything  moves  -  from  the 
galaxy,  the  solar  system  and  the 
earth  to  the  continents  and  their 
people.  Nature  gives  us  a  free 
ride,  but  little  choice  of  where  we 
go.  Wheels  give  us  more  choice, 
but  for  a  price.  The  automobile  is 
the  second  largest  investment  a 
family  can  make,  in  initial  cost  and 
upkeep.  There  has  been  criticism 
of  some  auto  shops  for  alleged 
price-gouging  for  repairs,  but 
JJCTs  automotive  service  and 
training  department  offers  "rock- 
bottom”  prices  for  its  work.  Mr. 
Arthur  Philips  is  largely  respons¬ 
ible  for  the  shop's  success  on  the 
economic  and  the  educational  side. 

In  his  words,  Mr.  Philips  (“Art” 
is  an  acceptable  nickname, 
according  to  his  license  plate) 
began  as  “just  a  kid”  who  liked 
working  with  cars  in  high  school. 
His  interest  in  the  field  of  auto 
service  carried  him  beyond 
odd-jobbing  in  service  stations. 

In  the  1950's,  he  entered  the 
U.S.  Marines’  auto  mechanics 
school  in  North  Carolina.  Later  he 
gained  on  the  job  experience  in 
California  enroute  to  the  challenge 
of  helping  keep  hard-pushed 
military  vehicles  in  order  in  Korea. 
There,  he  gained  his  first  teaching 
experience,  instructing  Koreans  in  ' 
vehicle  mechanics. 

After  flying  home  in  1954,  Art 
studied  under  GM’s  cooperative 
instruction  program.  His  training 
alternated  between  book  work  at 
the  GM  institute  in  Michigan  and 
Larry  Fall  Oldsmobile  in  Oak  Park, 
Illinois.  He  studied  everything 
from  physics  to  human  psy¬ 
chology,  and  spent  time  in  every 
department  that  makes  up  an  auto 
dealership.  This  continued  for 
eight  hours  daily,  five  and  a  half 
days  weekly,  over  a  two  year 
period,  with  no  summer  vacation. 

One  year  after  completing  this 
intensive  training,  Mr.  Philips 
became  GM’s  district  service 
manager  for  the  south  Chicago- 
Joliet-Plainfield  area.  This,  with 
four  years  as  a  teacher  at  GM’s 
Hinsdale  training  center,  added  up 
to  12  years  service  with  GM’s  Olds 
division. 

In  1969  he  quit  GM  and  took  his 


family  on  a  long  tour  of  California. 
Upon  returning  to  Oak  Park,  he 
was  asked  by  the  then  Dean  of  JJC 
Phil  Borgen  to  head  up  the 
college’s  new  Automotive  Service 
Training  department.  He  liked 
Borgen’s  “hard  drawn”  program 
and  accepted. 

The  program,  now  in  its  fifth 
year,  is  “very  different”  from 
most  high  school  setups,  as  well  as 
from  “other  college  curricula,” 
says  Mr.  Philips.  Students  who 
apply  in  time  (“there  is  always  a 
waiting  list”)  must  put  in  a  full 
day’s  shop  work  each  week  during 
their  two  years  of  training.  They 
will  receive  experience  in  every 
department  of  the  shop,  just  as  Art 
once  did.  This  makes  it  easier  for 
the  student  to  determine  which  job 
he  prefers. 

Mr.  Philips  is  currently  consi¬ 
dering  the  addition  of  a  lab  course 
to  the  department.  In  this 
program,  taped  instructions  will 
allow  each  student  to  move 
through  the  course  at  his  own 
speed.  Other  advantages  are 
higher  enrollment  and  greater 
teacher  mobility.  According  to  Mr. 
Philips,  the  department’s  “most 
serious  challenge”  is  adjusting  to 
‘‘rapid  changes ..  .often  twice 
yearly... in  auto  equipment.”  In 
order  “to  keep  our  program 
current,"  he  is  constantly 
updating  students  on  new  auto 
specifications  through  instruction 
and  revised  repair  manuals. 
Further,  he  says,  as  far  as  tools  to 
meet  every  contingency  go,  “we 
lack  nothing  in  funds  for  new 
equipment." 

Mr.  Philips,  whose  department 
now  has  three  instructors,  had 
praise  for  them  and  his  former 
student  (now  full-time  Service 
manager),  “Larry  Kunze. .  .gradu¬ 
ated  first  in  his  class,  was  a 
National  Honor  Society  member, 
and  here  maintains  about  a  3.8 
average. . .” 

The  achievements  of  Mr.  Art 
Philips,  as  evidenced  by  the 
growth  of  his  auto  service  training 
center,  and  the  success  of  his 
students,  show  what  one  can  do  in 
this  field.  Further,  in  view  of  what 
we  invest  in  automobiles,  we  can 
all  appreciate  the  importance  of 
their  work.

community.  Petitions  for  can¬ 
didacy  were  taken  out  and  filed  by 
last  Saturday.  I’m  sure  there  will 
be  adequate  instructions  accom¬ 


panying  your  ballot.  But  this  is  not 
the  major  concern.  This  writer  in 
conjunction  with  all  involved  in 
publications  here  at  JuCo,  make 
every  effort  to  allow  you  to  be 
informed.  When  we  say  that  it  is 
important  to  mark  your  ballot  and 
drop  it  in  your  local  mail  "box,  we 
mean  it.  Ballots  are  to  be  returned 
by  mail  or  in  person  no  later  than 
9:30  p.m.  on  Monday,  May  20. 

This  is  a  significant  election  and 
each  one  of  your  votes  will  be 
important.  The  person  elected  will 
have  the  responsibility  to  attend 
regularly  scheduled  and  special 
board  meetings  &  study  sessions. 
He  or  she  will  represent"  and  voice 
student  opinion  during  the  board’s 
deliberation  of  its  agenda  and  to 
report  regularly  to  the  students. 
The  student  member  has  the  duty 
to  conform  to  and  uphold  board 
ethics,  policies  and  procedures. 
The  only  flaw  inherent  in  this 
position  is  that  the  student  has 
only  a  capacity  to  persuade  as  he 
cannot  vole,  make  or  second 
motions  or  be  counted  in  a  quorum.

Maynard  Ferguson  Jazz  Band 
To  Appear  Here  Saturday 


Maynard  Ferguson,  jazz 
musician  noted  for  his  high-note 
trumpet  playing,  will  bring  his 
band  to  Joliet  Junior  College  on 
Saturday,  May  11  at  8:00  p.m. 

Born  in  Quebec  in  1928, 
Ferguson  began  his  musical 
training  at  the  age  of  four  when  he 
started  learning  the  piano  and 
violin.  He  enrolled  in  the  French 
Conservatory  in  Montreal  at  the 
age  of  nine,  studying  all 
instruments  in  the  saxophone 
family  as  well  as  clarinet  and  slide 
trombone.  He  finally  settled  for 
the  trumpet. 

Before  he  was  twenty,  he 
started  working  with  Boyd 
Raeburn’s  Big  Band,  and  then 
with  Jimmy  Dorsey  and  Charlie 
Barnet.  Ferguson  moved  on  to 
Stan  Kenton’s  Orchestra,  staying 
with  him  until  1953  when  he  went 
to  Hollywood  to  become  first-call 
trumpet  man  for  Paramount 
Pictures.  He  then  formed  his  first 
American  band  which  was  based 
at  Birdland,'  the  legendary  New 
York  jazz  club. 

After  the  “Birdland  Dream 
Band”  disbanded  in  1967, 
Ferguson  made  an  extended  trip  to 
Britain.  There  he  met  a  long-time 
fan  and  fellow  trumpet  player, 
Ernie  Garside.  Ferguson  and 
Garside  formed  the  forerunner  of 
the  band  that  Maynard  now  leads. 

Recently  Ferguson  and  his  band 
have  made  three  short  tours  of  the 
United  States,  playing  at  Palls 
Mall  in  Boston,  Mr.  Kelly’s  in 
Chicago,  etc.,  and  at  more  than  40
